4. Today I saw Colonel Flever, , Captain Clement and LieuterKant C^ron 

of the Securite Natlonale. 24 Boulevard Malesherbes. Colonel Rothschild was with *» 
me. This organization is handling the case of MARTIN, whose real name is Raymond 
RICHARD} this was the man that OSTRICH was told to see first when he got to Paris. 

He gave them a copy of Colonel Rothschild’s .sport on OSTRICH and they agreed to j 

help us by giving., us . copies*, of their interrogations of RICHARD, and permitting us ■ J j 
to 'interrogate him whenever we wished. They, have arrested other persons involved
